The suit brouglit by the city of Rutland against the toTvn of 
Proctor, which has been pending for some years, was at the January 
term, 1896, of the supreme court, decided in favor of the town of 
Proctor, on the ground that in order to charge the town a three- 
years' continuous residence of paupers must be subsequent to the 
organization of the town. 

Judgment by the referee, confirmed in the county court, was 
against the town . The judgment by this decision was reversed. ' 

The net cost to the town of the suit was $22.97, Mr. Partridge 
making no charge for his services. Inasmuch as an adverse decrs- 
ion meant the payment of many hundred dollars, and the future sup- 
port of the Rafferty family, the town is to be congratulated upon the 
fortunate outcome of this srut. 

The town is not at present engaged in any litigation.

0. To see if the town will vote to raise money hy taxation or 
otherwise to pay current expenses and the indebtedness of the town, 
and to see at what time the same and highway tax and other taxes 
that may be voted shall be payable. 

6. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions of Sec- 
tions 480 to 486 inclusive of the Eevised Laws and amendments thereto 
for the collection of taxes. 

7. To see if the town will vote any compensation to town officers 

8. To choose grand and petit jurors. 

9. To transact any other businevss which may legall}^ come be- 
fore said meeting.
